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Cuba's 'Voluntary' 
Payroll Savings 


Among the news emanating from Cuba on 


the fifth anniversary of the revolution is a 
description of Fidel Castro's latest economic 
program for the people. Under it, the govern- 
ment takes some 20 million pesos a month from 
workers' paychecks as "voluntary savings" and, 
according to refugees, withdrawals are consider- 
ably more difficult than deposits. 


If Cubans are not disillusioned by their 


government's payroll savings plan, it is because 
they are past disillusionment. They have seen 
collectivization instead of distribution of farm 
lands as promised. They have seen rationing 
of food and clothing instead of plenty, and short- 
ages in nearly every commodity except arms. 


Instead of the free, rich country of revolu- 


tionaries' dreams, their island has been con- 
verted into an impoverished Russian colony. 


In the light of previous developments of 


the half-decade, workers may not be surprised 
if they cannot get their money out of Castro's 
"Christmas Club." They probably have known 
from the beginning they have as much chance 
of cashing in their savings as they have of get- 
ting those free general election^ Fidel was 
promising five years ago.

Fafe, Freedom And Barry 


I don't know what went through Barry Goldwater's 


mind during the twenty-four-hour period before he said 
"yes" 
to his followers. But, as a man who is philo- 


sophically sincere, he must have spent an hour or two 
meditating on the old problem of fate and freedom 
before coming to a decision. How had he, a gay war- 
rior who has always said what he believes without 
regard for popularity, come to the point of accepting 
a call to run for the Republican Presidential nomina- 
tion, which is not exactly a gay proposition? How much 
of it was his own volition, and how much of it was 
part of a huge chain of circumstances? 


Surely fate had much to do with it. The train 


of events was set in motion when the first defec- 
tors from Roosevelt's New Deal began to doubt 
the wisdom of letting the State make major de- 
cisions for people. 
This columnist, who had a 


hand along with Don Levine, Henry Hazlitt. Suz- 
anne La Follette and the late Forrest Davis, in 
issuing a magazine called "The Freeman," played 
a small part in it. 


The Freeman, as a conservative—or libertarian- 


fortnightly, gave way eventually to William Buckley's 
National Review, which was manned in its earliest 
years by "Freeman" editors and contributors. The 
Washington correspondent of National Review, Brent 
Bozell, struck up a friendship with a Senator from 
Arizona, and there was a meeting nf minds. Out of 
it came Barry Goldwater's credo, "The Conscience of 
a Conservative," which was destined to become a 
best-seller when Alex Hillman of New York published 
it as a paperback. 


Bozell was Goldwater's ghost just as Ted Sorensen 


was John F. Kennedy's ghost, but we need not make 
too much of that. 
For "The Conscience of a Con- 


servative" was pure and undefiled native Goldwater 
made articulate to himself—and to thousands of young 
people who clamored for the book at college bookstores. 


This was one aspect of the chain of circumstances. 


The other aspect was the objective state of the world. 
The New Deal had fought Brown Fascism, but the 
victory had turned into dust and ashes when Red 
Fascism, after Teheran and Yalta, fastened its grip 
on Europe almost to the Elbe River. The New Deal 
had fought depression at home by measures that put 
the long arm of government deeper and deeper into 
everyman's affairs, but it became apparent, espe- 
cially in a post-war Western Europe that eventually 
sloughed off its predilection for various extreme types 
of socialism, that the State has no vital energy be- 
yond what it can take, as a tax, from free men. The 
battle between collectivism and freedom was murky 
everywhere, and there were those who denied that 
a hard-and-fast confrontation of social philosophies is 
either necessary or desirable in a world that has come 
to know its "mixed" economies. 


But, regardless of the American people's ultimate 


decision in this battle, which will surely veer back 
and forth for decades to come, the fact that more and 
more people were questioning the desirability of let- 
ting the Welfare State puff up like a frog created a 
demand for a political leader who could pose alterna- 
tives with clarity and conviction. 


So the man and the times came into conjunc- 


tion. Goldwater, the author of "The Conscience of 
a Conservative," pushed himself as the spokesman 
for a trend. 
But his followers, recognizing that 


they were on the verge of solving their problem 
of symbolical representation, pushed Barry Gold- 
water into a position of leadership which he had 
never really counted on. 


The question of free will versus predestination has 


been debated for centuries, to no satisfactory con- 
clusion. The truth is that both fate and freedom are 
inseparable parts of a mysterious process that shapes 
our history. One cannot say whether Goldwater chose 
his fate or was chosen for it. The only known solid 
fact is that his will to speak out coincided with a 
people's demand for a leader whose words would ring 
clear. 


This does not mean that he will make it all the 


way, or even part way. It is not at all certain as 
yet that he speaks for a majority in his own parly, 
let alone for a majority of the nation. But at least he 
guarantees that some of the arguments of the next 
few months will be meaningful. No matter how the 
decision goes, democracy has been waiting for this 
sort of clarity for a long time.

The Beginning Of A Critical Period For GOP 


WASHINGTON - 
More than 


the statement of a single indi- 
vidual's intention is involved in 
the announcement just made by 
Senator Barry Goldwater that he 
will seek the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. It marks in- 
deed the beginning of a critical 
period in the life of the Republi- 
can Party. This is because many 
Republicans feel that the Arizona 
Senator is the only one of their 
party's 
Presidential 
aspirants 


who is committed to principles 
which are substantially different 
from 
those of the Democratic 


Party. 


The Republican Party has al- 


ways been predominantly a con- 
servative party. 
It has 
fought 


vigorously against what it con- 
siders abuses of power and cen- 
tralization of government. It has 
opposed efforts to put the govern- 
ment in business in competition 
with private enterprise. It has for 
decades insisted on fiscal sound- 
ness. But in recent years the Re- 
publican National platforms to a 
large extent have resembled those 
of the Democrats. Deficit spend- 
ing has been acquiesced in, and 
there has been no concerted effort 
by either Republican or Demo- 
cratic administrations to keep ex- 
penses or taxes down. 


There are those politicians who 


say the Republicans would be 
better off to woo the independent 
or so-called "liberal" vote and 
to forget about the conservatives, 
as they would vote Republican 
anyhow. The conservative Re- 
publicans, on the other hand, 
argue that the independents, who 
today 
think largely along the 


lines of the Democrats, are bound 
to support the Democratic nom- 
inee rather than the Republican. 
It is the conservative vote, how- 
ever, which has not been

mobilized in any recent election 
by the Republicans. Many of the

SURPRISING CLIP — Presi- 


dent Lyndon Johnson is putting 
his famed LBJ brand on the fed- 
eral government at a faster clip 
than anyone in the capital imag- 
ined — even those who had known 
him throughout his energetic con- 
gressional career. 


He is working long hours, mov- 


ing around Washington even more 
than his predecessor, and making 
vital decisions as though he had 
spent his life training for the job 
—which, in a way, he has. 


Both the nature of the man and 


the nature of his personal political 
problem in entering the W h i t e 
House a year before expiraton of 
the term make all this activity 
unavoidable. 
The fact 
is that 


Johnson would be working this 
way whether he had one or four 
years to serve in the 
White 


House, and whether or not he 
was going to run for the presi- 
dency again. 


While Johnson means it when 


he pledges himself to carrying 
out the program of the late Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, he also 


fully means to superimpose some 
of his own ideas. 


Already, there are signs of ac- 


tivity in new social programs to 
assist the lower-income segment 
of the population. And there are 
active discussions seeking means 
of assisting chronically depressed 
areas, such as the Appalachian 
region that runs down the east 
coast of the United States, from 
Maine to Georgia.

For if there is a continuing pros- 
perity and a mood of internation- 
al peace, no Republican candidate 
is likely to win. In the face of 
such a contingency, and looking 
more toward future elections, the 
strategy of the Republican con- 
servatives will be to make as 
strong a race as possible this 
time in the hope of indoctrinating 
as many voters as possible with 
what they term an intelligent con- 
servatism as opposed 
to what 


they describe as a reckless liber- 
alism. Another prime objective 
would be to elect more conserva- 
tive Republicans in both houses 
of Congress. 


If Senator Goldwater is rejected

Years ago, my roommate in 


medical school awakened me one 
morning complaining of a dull, 
aching chest pain on the right 
side. He was holding the area with 
his hands. Within a few minutes 
he became so short of breath, we 
rushed him to the hospital.

The space between the outer lin- 


ing of the lungs and the inner side 
of the chest wall normally con- 
tains no air. The area is moist 
so that the membranes can slide 
smoothly against each other when 
breathing. Air in the plueral space 
makes the lung retract from the 
chest wall: if the amount is great, 
complete collapse of the lung fol- 
lows. 


Where does this air come from? 


One possibility is a hole in the 
chest wall. But, in spontaneous 
pneumothorax, 
it

from 


within the thorax. Several air 
sacs near the outer edge of the 
lung coalesce, to form a bleb that 
bursts during -oughing or strain- 
ing. 
Air from the lungs escapes 


into the pleura! space and the 
lung collapses. 


Treatment depends upon subse- 


quent events. Now and then the 
lung surface leak seals by itself 
and air is absorbed. In others, a 
needle must be inserted into the 
chest wall when marked respira- 
tory distress ensues because of to- 
tal collapse of the lung. A tube is 
connected to the needle and air is 
withdrawn continuously until the 
surface leak closes. If this fails to 
occur after five to seven days, a 
chest surgeon lakes over.

Some of the little known truths... 
Joseph was probably about 19 


years of age when Jesus was 
born. Mary was 15. Jewish girls 
of 2,000 years ago were affianced 
at 13, betrothed at 14, and usually 
became mothers between the agea 
of 15 and 
Ifi. The circumcision 


was probably done by the father, 
in the presence of a rabbi, at 
Bethlehem. 


The name given to the baby was 


"Jeshua." When translated into 
Greek, it becomes "Jesus." Jesh- 
ua means "God is Savior" and 
"God Saves." Jews had no sur- 
name. The full name of the infant 
was "Jeshua of Nazareth, son of 
Joseph the carpenter." The word 
Christ is a Greek translation of 
the Hebrew "Mashiah" or "Mes- 
siah." When the Savior performed 
miracles, the Jews said: "He is 
truly 'Jeshua the Messiah' " or 
"Jesus the C r i s t"—not Jesus 
Christ. 


The proper dates of the life of 


Christ are easily computed by 
using historically known facts: 
The reign of Herod: the census 
of Caesar Augustus; the tenure of 
office of Pontius Pilate; the Fall of 
Jerusalem, which occurred about 
40 years after the death of Jesus. 


Thus- one is led to believe that 


He was born in the early winter 
solstice, about the third week of 
December, in the year B B. C. The 
monk Dionysius made a mathe- 
matical error in computing the 
calendar known as "Anno Domini" 
i "Year of God"). Also, between 
1 B. C. and A. D. 1, there is no 
year of zern. so Jesus was prob- 
ably 34 years of age plus three 
months when He died. 


Most scholars arc agreed that 


the dale of death-figuring the on- 
set of the Feast of the Passover oc- 
curring on the same day as the 
Sabbath, was April 6, A. D. 30. 
The belief that the Jews killed 
Jesus fails to take into account 
that all of His followers—Apostles, 
Disciples, the thousands who saw 
His miracles and believed in Him 
—were Jews. 


His enemies totalled 69—Judas, 


and 68 members of the Great San- 
hedrin of Jerusalem. Two of the 
high priests, secret followers of 
Jesus, were absent: Nicodcmus 
and Joseph of Arimathia. In the 
eyes of Caiphas, the leader, Jesus 
had committed two great crimes: 
(1). He posed as God, and the Son 
of God: (2). He loosed the bridles 
of the sacrificial animals .sold on 
the temple grounds and guaran- 
teed by the priests to be "without 
blemish"; and he kicked over the 
profitable tables of the money- 
changers, who charged a fee for 
exchanging coins for temple shek- 
els. 


Almost all crimes were capital 


offenses, because there were no 
jails. Jewish custom was stoning 
to death. The convicted person 
was taken to his village and es- 
corted to the highest eminence, 
and invited to jump to his death, 
If he refused, he was pushed. 


When he landed, the villagers 
armed themselves with stones. If 
the 
body moved, 
they 
tossed 


stones. If not, they returned to 
their tasks. 


The Roman custom was to cru- 


cify. When the Great Sanhedrin 
condemned Jesus, they had to 
ask for affirmation of sentence 
from their rulers, the Romans. 
Pontius Pilate argued' against it, 
then agreed when he saw the high 
priests arouse the crowd to anger. 


However, to revenge himself on 


the priests, Pilate insisted that the 
name of the prisoner and the 
crime be posted on the cross: 
"Jesus of Nazareth, King of the 
Jews." This hurt, because 300,000 
Jews came to Jerusalem at Pass- 
over, and many of them would 
wonder at the sign. 


The condemned carried only the 


cross-arm, not the whole cross. It 
had a mortise on the bottom, to b« 
fitted over the upright post at 
Golgotha, or Calvary. The distance 
Jesus walked, after the Roman 
flogging, was one half mile to a 
point outside the northwest wall of 
Jerusalem. 
The weight of tha 


crossbeam 
(probably 
cypress) 


was about 31 pounds. 


There is no proof that He saw 


His mother en route. There is evi- 
dence that there was a Veronica 
with a veil. 


Theologians are 
agreed that 


there had to be a time when Jesus 
temporarily renounced the prerog- 
atives of God, including the ability 
to foresee the future and to ignore 
pain. Otherwise, His mission to 
{lie for all mankind would be of 
little value. The time, they feel, 
was after the Last Supper, when 
He arrived at Gcthsemane and 
prayed, and asked His Father to 
permit this terrible thing to pass. 


Convicted persons never died 


from bleeding on the cross. They 
died from asphyxiation. As the 
body sagged in weakness, it be- 
came impossible to exhale. The 
prisoner had to straighten his legs 
and raise his body, or stop breath- 
ing. Thus crucifixion was a slow 
rising and falling for hours. When 
the condemned could no longer 
straighten his knees, he died, usu- 
ally with a full breath in his lungs. 


What was done that day was not 


a defeat: it was a victory of the 
most monumental kind. It was 
love in its highest form . . .
